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eg each village in the Wenchou and Linhat (121-07, 28-53) areas was 
required by the Chinese Communiate to conseript from 16 to 26 physically fit 
young men for service in Kerea. In early June, 7,000 of these recruits were 
receiving militery training in the Mentet (121-02, 29-10) area and were 
goon to be sant to Koxea. 


Chinese Communist enthorities in Wenchou were forcing the reeldents to hold 
large Resiet America and Alc Korea demonstrations three times veekly. 


Feadquarters of the 103 Division was at Wenchou. In eerly May the 103 
Wivision was reorganized from the hsien militia in the Wenchou area and 

from the Wenchou Garrison Regiment. On 1 June, the 309 Regiment, 103 Division, 
arrived at Euangtaeo (121-06, 27-59). The regiment has 15 motor junks, each 
equipped with 2 light machine guns, 1 bazooka and 11 rifles. 


ALL the militia units of the Chekleng 5 and 6 Military Mstrict vonnends weary 
organized inte independent battalions. 


On 4 June,cie battalion of the 130" Division, and 100 militia troope, in 2 motor 
junks and 10 small, ordinary junks, occupied Chikuenshen (32, Ws, bs ) Island off 
the Chekiange coast end took large amounts of rice and fir Dod there, Thay 
immediately started digging in and setting ap an anti-& gun on the top of 
the mountain. On the same morning, one eompeny of the 35 ‘Aengy occupied Tanghsa 
@ ee island near Chikuenshan, These troops were equipped with two small 
illery pleces and two heavy machine guns. There were 7OC Chinese Commniss 

troops on Chikuanshan and Yenghsa Islands, all of whom were new recraits and 
poorly equipped. 


On 4 June, a motor vessel cf the Nationalist Guerrilla 27 Colwm engsged an 
undetermined number of Chinese Communist motor junks in battle in the Chiicuanshen 
area, The Chinese Communist ressels were forced to withdrew, A Nationalist 
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guerrilla battalion commander and 4 querrilles were killed in the battle.

By noon on 7 June, Sanp’ an (243 } and Tungt‘on (2 92) Istands were captured 
by 1,000 Chinese Communist troops of the 35 Army who had attacked in 25 motor 
Junis. 


The 181 Regiment, 61 Division, was in the Teekou (121-22, 28-33) area. 


A regiment of Chinese Communi st troops arrived at Imch*iae (PR AB), 
(approximately 121-23, 26-36). 


Troupe of the 103 Division, which captured fungt'ow and Sanp'an Islands on 
} June, left these islands for Huengtaao (121-06, 27-59) on 9 dune with 
300 young Nationsliat prisoners. 


A battalion of Chinese Gommanist troops on Yanghsu and Chiknanshen Islands 
was equipped with four motor junks and approximately ten ordinary junka. 


There were approximately 10 Chinese Communist motor jJunke in each of the 
following ateas: Shiht'ang (121-36, 28-17), Chaitou Ce Gf), Efannen (121.16, 
28-06), and Sungmen (121-36, 28-22), ALL of these ports were closed ty fish 
ing beats and commercial traffic, Chinese Communist motor junks and gunboats 
were in daily practice maneuvers off the ccant in the Sungmen and Ch‘vumea areas. 


Headquarters of the Chektang Military District was at Hangchow wi th head- 
quarters ef the Military District Commands onder it as follows: The first 
at Kangchow, second at Ningpo, third at Chishsing (120-45, 30-46), fourth 
at ans (119--39, 29-07), fifth at Wenchow, and sixth at Linhai (121-C7,. 
28-53) 


In early dune, headquarters of the 61 and 62 Divisions, 21 Army, were at 
Hangchow. ; 


Headquarters of en artillery regiment of the 35 Army was at Huangyen with 
battaitone 4m the Haimen (122-25, 28-43}~Linhal area. The regiment had 

9 (sic} mountein guns, 2 for regimentel headquarters and 2 for each company, 
k wortars and 27x00 om mortars. 


Nationalist troops under WU Shu-lin G23, aboard the Nationalist Naval 
vesse) HAY PYING Gif ) attempted to invade Ninsw ('f')s/) Island on 7 June, 
but encountered 4 smal) Chinese Commmist Liberation (six) gunboats nesr the 
island and engared in battle for an hour. A Chinese Communist vessel was 

sunk, another was captured, 10 Chinese Communist troops were killed and 37 troops 
of the 8 Company, 3 Battalion, 308 Regiment, 103 Division, were captured. 

A platoon leader of the same company was among the men killed. 


fhe Nationalist naval vessel YUNG CHIA (2% # ) engared in battle with the 
Chinese Communist gunboats off the Sanp’an Islands on 8 June, and a number 


of Chinese Communist vessels were damaged. 


On & June, a number of troopa of the 104 Division, 35 Army, aboard 3 motor jJunks 
end escorted by 2 small gunboats, left Haimen and attempted to land on 

Kaoteo (5 2 ), a smal) Nationaligt-held island, approximately 10 mites 

east of Shangp'an (121-35, 28-47}.7 The Chinese Communists were forced to 
withdrew from the taland without lending. he same morning another Chinese 
Commniet unit attempted to land on Hstagkaotag (-J+ % 2 } approximately 

1 mile north of Kagtao, end wan forced to withdraws from the island without 
Landing. 
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19. On the evening rig _hi dune, Nationalist warships TUNG ontun (&X Ae ) 
and CHENG AN (Jc J } and the Nationalist gunboet HAI Li (224 4) ) engaged 
an battle with 2 Chinese Communist converted 200-ton gunboats, and a 1,400- 
ton armored motor junk in the Huangch'iwan (B ug 3 ; ) area, approximately 
10 miles northwest of Matsu Island. The Nationalist warships had parsued 
the Chinese Commmist vessels from the mouth of the Min River, The HAL I 
joined the battle in the Muangch*iwan area. The Chinese Communist moter 
junk was destroyed and the gunboats were damaged. The coastal defense posi~ 
tions of the Chinese Communist Seacoast Defense Battalion (sic) with a total 
ef 7 gune along Muangch'iwan were partially destroyed by the NA Li when the 
battalion's guns fired on Nationalist veesels during the battle. 


20, HSIA Yon-fet (a2 $6, ) was commander of the 103 Division, and also commander 
of the Chekieang 5 Military District. Regiments of this division were disposed 
na follows: ‘The 307 Regiment in the P‘ingyange (120-33, 27-42) area, the 
308 Regiment in the Juian (120-38, 27-49) aren, and the 309 Regiment in the 
Puting (120-13, 27-20)-Hstapte (119-59, 26-53} area. 


21, On 1 dune, Chinese Communist authorities added 20 additional motor junks to 
an undetermined number of vessels patrolling the coast in the Sungmen (121-36, 
28~32)-Shumen (121-17, 28-15) area, 


22, Recently! Chiengeza (OE zu) Military District Command, which includes 
Chtengszu and Saddje Islands and neighboring islands, was placed under the 
South Kiengen Military District Command. It was formerly onder the Chekiang 
Military District Commend, The head of the Chiengszu Military District 
Command ig HSU Hstaco~ya CB J:%: ). Under this command are 11 gunboats 
which were converted from fishing boats.
